Even though the cover of 
CREEPY #91 was not re- 
lated to any particular 
story appearing inside, it did, in 
its own way. tell us everything 
we needed to know about the 
contents: namely, that here was 
the best of the best' 

A superb Frazetta reprint on 
the outside ... a superb collec- 
tion of reprints on the inside! 
It did fit after all! 

To anyone who has read 
CREEPY faithfully in recent 
years, the opener, "Nightfall" 
simply had to be included. The 
Sill DuBayBerni Wrightson col- 
laboration remains one of the 
finest graphic masterpieces to 
be printed anywhere, anytime . . . 

"Creeps" was a classic of a dif- 
ferent sort ... a shining example 
of realistic horror. Archie Good- 
win's script really captured the 
feel of the city, and it conveyed 
Lester's mounting terror with 
conviction and originality. The 
John Severin and Wally Wood 
illos were especially gritty and 
sleazy and brought it to life. 

Gerry Boudreau and Alex Toth 
recreated the detective thrillers 
of the forties in "Phantom of 
Pleasure Island," successfully 
capturing the period, with a fast- 
moving, action -packed and 
clever mystery. 

"Benjamin Jones" crossed 
kiddie cuteness with gruesome, 
visual horror and the juxtaposi- 
tion worked fairly well. It was a 
touchy area and Budd Lewis and 
Luis Bermejo deserve credit for 
pulling it off as well as they did. 

Maybe I expected too much 
trom "Cold Cuts" ... just the 
idea of Jeff Jones interpreting a 
Berni Wrightson script was mind 
boggling. But the idea promised 
more than the story delivered 
Neither talent was at their best 
here. It deserved a spot in this 
book more as an interesting ex- 
periment gone awry than as the 
monumental work of art I'd 
hoped it'd be. 

The same cannot be said for 
"Thrillkill". The pairing of James 
Stenstrum with Neal Adams pro 
duced a brilliant and timely char- 
acter study reminiscent of Harry 
Chapin's classic "Sniper" song 
...one of the finest tales ever to 
appear in CREEPY and deserv- 
ing of its Warren a ward. 

'Gamal and the Cockatrice" I 
recall was popular in its first ap- 
pearance, but not with me. I felt 
it just didn't jell, despite com- 
petent work from both Auraleon 
and Bruce Bezaire. 

The first page of "Shadow of 
the Axe" could have been called 
"Son of Nightfall." Russ Heath 
was obviously inspired by 
Wrightson' s aforementioned 
classic, but was choppy and in 
consistent in his interpretation 
Dave Sim did a fair job of retell- 
ing an old story.

Gerry Boudreau and Alex Toth 
provided a complete mini-mys- 
tery but did not sacrifice the hor- 
ror aspect ; the idea of a little girl 
being picked off a merry-go- 
round, by a rooftop sniper makes 
me squeamish. Ironically too, the 
rooftop sniper theme appeared 
later, in a very different ap- 
proach, in "Thrillkill" which por- 
trayed the sniper from a per- 
sonal viewpoint. 

"Benjamin Jones" looked bet- 
ter in its original appearance. 
Here, placed up against the com- 
petition of "Nightfall", it seemed 
to lack the subtlety that made 
the previous story so successful. 

"Cold Cuts" was everything 
that a black and white magazine 
should be. Not a color comic 
without color, but a separate me- 
dium, with its own potentials and 
limitations. Jeff Jones used black 
and white magnificently, and 
Berni Wrightson s elusive, ether- 
eal story complemented the 
drawings expertly 

Back to "Thrillkill": Stenstrum 
did what few writers are able to 
achieve. Take what is basically a 
character study, which takes 
place in a stationary location . . . 
the rooftop and street below . . 
and make the story visual and 
exciting. Of course. Neal Adams 
clear, crisp artwork didn't hurt 
either A difficult achievement 
which both parties pulled off 
masterfully! 

"Gamal and the Cockatrice" 
again was the right change of 
pace at the right time.

A MATTER OF DUES 

ik his leave, 
'Richard Nixon spoke 
'of taking responsi- 
bility. Bureaucrats contend 
it is a matter of accounta- 
bility. Gamblers talk about 
making good on their 
markers and businessmen 
are constantly keeping tabs 
on their chits. For the cliche 
addicts among us, the talk 
is of "paying the Piper ." 

But out in the streets 
where 1 grew up — out on 
the streets of any tough, old 
neighborhood where a per- 
son is responsible for his 
own actions— people know 
you have to pay your dues. 
Paying your dues usually 
hurts, but you have to pay. 
Somehow, sometime, 

somewhere, everybody has 
to pay his dues. If you come 
from the streets, you know 
there are no free rides. 
Everybody pays. 

Lee, the publisher 
of Marvel, will have to 
'pay his dues somehow, 
1 like every- 
one else. He'll have to pay 
for a lot of things, of 
course, but mostly he's go- 
ing to have to pay for Kiss, 
a new Marvel comic book 
based on the totally repre- 
hensible and utterly useless 
band of real-life pseudo- 
musicians of the same 

Most of you probably 
haven't even seen the Kiss 
comic — the slimy specula- 
tors have surfaced again 
and snapped up most of the 
copies before they ever goi 
to retail newsstands— but 
you don't have to read Kiss 
to know what an unremit- 
tingly distasteful item it is. 
You don't have to hold a 
copy of Kiss in your hands 
to know that one day Stan 
Lee is going to have to pay 
heavy dues for trying to 
foist this corrupt tripe off 
on the children who buy his 
comic books. 

The tawdry legacy of the 
Kiss comic book existed 
even before it was pub- 
lished It spawned from the 
group Kiss itself and the 
twisted values it claims to 
embrace. It grew on what 
Marvel and the four creeps 
who are Kiss did to pro- 
mote the Kiss comic book. 



On May 26 the Kiss musi- 
cians — if they can be called 
that without insulting every 
decent rock 'n roll artist in 
the world— journeyed to 
the Borden Ink Plant lo- 
cated in upstate New York. 
They brought with them an 
armored truck carrying 
vials of frozen blood- 
blood extracted from their 
four glitter-and-jewel 

clothed bodies during a 
concert on Long Island last 
February, Armed with 
their own frozen blood, 
Kiss went inside the Borden 
plant and poured the vials 
into a vat of red ink— red 



good and wholesome and 
decent and upbeat the 
superhero concept has al- 
ways stood for. 

Superheroes have always 
been the embodiment of 
man's greatest ideals. 
That's why we ween our 
children on them even at 
ihe risk of making them too 
Utopian and too idealistic 
for their own good. But 
Kiss is the embodiment of 
all that is cynical and cal- 
lous and negative and oaf- 
ish about mankind. No 
good could ever come from 
educating our children with 
Kiss as a comic-book ideal.

Certainly no one has 
ever accused Stan Lee 
and his Marvel min- 
ions of exercising an excess 
of good taste, but this stunt 
seemed a little bit much 
even for the "House of 
Ideas." Yet it isn't just a 
matter of taste that makes 
Kiss— and the comic-book 
adaptation of same— so to- 
tally unwholesome. 

Kiss as an entity stands 
for everything that is wrong 
with society today. The 
comic book can only make 
these four ghouls larger 
than life and a repulsive 
and reprehensible mode! 
for comtc-reading children 
to emulate. Casting Kiss as 
some perverse son of mod- 
ern-day Justice Society of 
America flouts everything 



The group's four players, 
ostensibly musicians, make 
no apologies for the fact 
that they couldn't care less 
about entertaining people. 
They make no apologies for 
the "fact that they are infer- 
ior musicians pawning 
themselves off as a 
"band." ("Whether any- 
one really likes their music 
or not really isn't the issue 
with Kiss," one of their 
most pragmatic press a- 
gents recently remarked.) 
They make no apologies for 
the fact that they are inter- 
ested only in making mon- 
ey—gobs of it, barrelsful of 
it— and will exploit any- 
thing they possibly can ex- 
ploit to reach that end. One 
of the things they are most 
fond of exploiting wanton- 
ly is cheap, loveless sex and 
a Kiss stage show is 
crammed with all shades of 
debasing sexual references. 
They also exploit violence, 
senseless, mindless, indis- 



criminate violence that 
caused one Kiss fanatic to 
immolate himself in a mis- 
guided attempt to emulate a 
band member who simu- 
lates firebreathing. 

Is this the model for the 
superheroes of the 
1970s? Is this what i 
should be producing and 
selling next 10 books featur- 
ing Superman, Batman and 
Captain America wl 
whatever their faults, stand 
for things like altruism and 
fair play and justice? Mu; 
we subject our children t 
Kiss in comic books? 

It was only 30 years ago 
that an old DC character 
called Mr. Terrific sported 
a costume with the motto 
"Fair Play" emblazoned 
on his chest. Has society 
sunk so low that four 
freaks who never appear 
out of costume for fear of 
spoiling their mystique and 
cooling their earning power 
have become worthy of 
comic book's magical lar- 
ger-than-life status? Are we 
all so jaded that we can 
banish Captain Marvel 
from our children's fantasy 
life and replace him wit" 
crop of media-enhanced 
jackels? 

Today's children are un- 
like any generation of kids 
that has gone before. They 
have been cursed with an 
enormous amount of dis- 
cretionary income and no 
discretion. Can we stand by 
and watch them make Kiss 
and their perverted sense of 
values the basis of their pre- 
cious fantasy worlds? 

Stan Lee says we can. 
Stan Lee says we should 
help them elevate Kiss to 
that frighteningly influen- 
tial level. 

I should like to be there

"The thing is five years 
in ihe making," she said re- 
cently. "I've been trying to 
sell them on the idea for 
five years Finally I just 
went oui and dummied it 
up and they accepted it. 
Now I want to try to make 
it as close to the look and 
feel of the old Sunday Fun- 
nies sections. More erotic, 
of course." 

September's premiere 
section, which hasn't been 
published as I write this, 
contains work by Skip Wil- 
liamson and Jay Lynch, 
two mainstays of the under- 
ground movement of the 
1960s, a story by Bobby 
("Dirty Duck") London 
and Ralph Reese and Chris 
Brown, Future issues of the 
section will contain "some 
stuff from France" Urry 
said she acquired on a re- 
cent trip and the work of 
people "whose material we 
more or less requested." 
She didn't say who — or 
how much they're being 
paid. In fact, Urry said she 
has been keeping the pro- 
ject quiet for fears of being 
"deluged by hundreds of 
aspiring cartoonists who 
couldn't meet our stand- 
ards." 

I'm really happy about 
the whole thing," she said. 
"It's something I really 
want to do and hope to ex- 
pand. But it's tough. None 
of these guys have ever 
worked on deadline before. 
They are impossible. And 
there are a lot of great art- 
ists, but it's tough to get 
funny writers. I don't know 
why that should be." 

As for why Playboy de- 
cided to go with a com- 
ics section, Urry said 
the latest Simmons report, 
a private survey of maga- 
zine readership trends, indi- 
cated many of the maga- 
zine's readers were lured by 
the comics already running 
in Ihe book. 

"I just hope the readers 
aren't going to hate this," 
she said facetiously.

t Esquire magazine. 
■ reports emanating

It always seems that no 
matter how often the 
four-color comic book 
business goes into a creative 
nosedive, Steve Ditko is 
there with a new concept, a 
new character or some new 
idea. Lately, Ditko has 
been plying his trade at DC, 
plotting and drawing a 
book called Shade, The 
Changing Man.

It's got everything a clas- 
sic Ditko series has: a char- 
acter, who is unalterably 
good, somehow finding 
himself in combat with or- 
ganized society; an 
underlying battle between 
good and evil; philosophic 
musings about society, cor- 
ruption and idealism; and a 
bunch of typically Ditkoish 
characters, plot twists, 
strange and exotic 

dimensions and artwork. 
And if the art itself isn't 
quite up to Ditko's usual 
exacting standards, it's im- 
proving immensely with 
each issue. Unfortunately, 
the coloring on the book is 
atrocious ("1 always give 
them color guides," Ditko 
says, "and they never fol- 



low them.") and Ditko's 
work has never prospered 
on the smaller pages of to- 
day's comic books. 
"I've plotted up to issue 15 
of the book," Ditko says, 
"but I don't know anything 
about the book except for 
the fact that (Mike) 
Fleischer is writing the sixth 
issue. I don't know any- 
thing at all about sales, 
either. DC doesn't tell you 
anything. For all I know it 
could be a big bomb," 

Always fiercely outspok- 
en about industry matters, 
Ditko claims DC editors 
have been forcing Shade 
into the standard superhero 
niches at every opportunity. 
"I always try to do some- 
thing different. 1 never 
wanted Shade to be just an- 
other costumed superhero. 
I'd have done it differently, 
but they (DC) want to stay 
with the hackneyed old 
stuff. 

"You look at the long- 
range prospects of the char- 
acter and you know Shade 
isn't the kind of book you 
can do in 17 pages an issue. 
Bui after a while, T just 
blank out after I take the 
book in to the office." 

"You learn," he says bit- 
terly, "that all they ever 
want is a half-assed reprint 
of the story you did for 
them last week. You learn 
that if you want to survive 
you have to put up a wall 
and stay away from all the 
comic people before they 
make you as dull and 
repetitive as ihey are." 
BRIEFLY NOTED 

If you still don'i under- 
stand why National or 
DC, or whatever they 
call themselves these days, 
is so fouled up, consider 
some of the more recent ac- 
tions by Warner Communi- 
cations, the parent conglo- 
merate: board chairman 
Steve Ross was given a 5- 
year, $5 -mil lion contract. 
His base salary is about 
S400 Gsand the rest of the 
scratch would come from 
stock options, incentive 
bonuses and other spiffs. 
That puts Ross right up 
there with the chairmen of 
the boards of AT&T. GM 
and Ford, all of whom 
make about a million a 
year. Ross told New York 



magazine financial colum- 
nist Dan Dorfman that he 
got the big bucks because 
he "gave up" his freedom. 
Ross, however, admitted he 
never planned on leaving. 
And a disgruntled Warner 
board member called his 
compatriots a "board of 
robots" for doling out the 
Ross contract. 

Those Charlton comics 
you've been seeing on 
the stands aren't new 
books. They're inventory 
titles made out of previous- 
ly purchased but never pub- 
lished stories. One insider 
said Charlton is seriously 
considering a return to the 
business, but is being ham- 
pered by their crumbling 
old presses. In the mean- 
time, no artists or writers 
have been engaged to pro- 
duce new material.

still the best volume about 
comics ever published. 
Winchester Press has re- 
leased Maurice Horn's 
Comics of the American 
West and Chelsea House is 
hoping to rush out Horn's 
quickie. Women In The 
Comics by ChrisLmas. 
Horn is my triend and, 1 
think, an excellent comics 
critic, but he and I differ on 
book-publishing strategy. 
He likes to get ihem out 
while the market is hot. 1 
think thai policy leads to 
too many careless errors 
that would never have been 
made if the books were pro- 
duced more patiently. Ne- 
vertheless, Horn is also col- 
laborating with Chelsea 
House on the publication of 
The Golden Age of Tarzan, 
1939-1942. The first of six 
such Tarzan compilations, 
the book reprints in exact 
size and full color more 
than 150 of Hogarth's Sun- 
day Tarzan pages. Targeted 
for October, the deluxe lim- 
ited printing of 2,000 copies 
will be signed and number- 
ed by Hogarth and carry a 
$150 price tag.
